tributions, even to the Frontiers of Bavaria, 
and being come hume again, had lodg'd his 
Caſh and his Hoftages in Fort Kbiel over a- 


gainſt Strasburgb; but this is the German 
Way of doing Butineſs, and we are to ex- 
pe ct no better, till new Meaſures are taken 


among them, which we hope is now at hand. 
Theſe, I ſay, were ſome of our reaſos@a 


ble Expectations, and it is with no Diffi- 


culty that I own, we are diiappointed in 
theſe But it does no ways follow from 
rhence, that we are diſcourag'd or det 
ed, | mean abroad; and I call it, WE, that 
is, WE as a Confederacy, WE: the Allies; 
and that it is not ſo, is plaia from the new 
Mcaſures now taken there, and the com- 
mitting the Command of the Imperial Army 
to the Elector of Hanndver — Or to 
ſpeak more expreſſively, from his Accept - 
zag it.

you have not a Fool in Stere to reign 
over you, he is a Prince generally ſuppo- 
ſed to underftand the ſeveral Interetts, 
Screngths, and Extents of the Power of Eu- 
rope, as well as any Prince in Europe; and 
we may tence reaſonably argue, he would 
not _ the Charge of General over the 
Imperial Armies, if the Caſe was deſperate ; 
nay, if he were not well affur'd, it het on- 
ly could, but ſhall certainly be retriey'd 
and recaver'd. - 

At leaſt this is fair arguing, and is very 
well to my Purpoſe z it is a certaia Sign, the 
Allies are not diſcourag'd, are under no 
DejeQions, when they part with a Petſon of 
ſo much Value to them, and in whom this 
Nation efpecially has ſo much Concern. 

If it were a deſperate Caſe; if it were a 
loft Cauſe ; if there was no. Hopes of re- 


covering things again, they muſt have very 


little Reſpe& for the Houſe of Hannover, 
and for the Perſon of the Elector in parti- 
cular, and leaft of all for Eoglend, that 
would expoſe that Prince to the Diſcograge- 
ments and Diſadvantages, which conflantty 
attend ſuch Caſes. It is therefore to me a 
Token, that there are not Hopes only, but 
a certain ProſpeR of retrieving the miſera- 
ble Poſture of the Bmpires Aﬀaics on- that 
ſide 3 orelſe, neither would the Confede- 
rates have ſhown ſo little Concern for tbat 
Prince, as to venture him in it, or himſelf
